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Last Saturday, at Newcastle, about an 
hour and a half before the game, | walked 
out onto the field to assess conditions. | 
turned around, and my heart missed a beat. 
What a wonderful sight | saw. A Canberra 
City banner, Canberra City scarves and 
beanies and hats and rosettes and — well, 
you name it and it was there. How wonder- 
ful it was! My initial shock was swamped 
by a wave of unspeakable pride — pride at 
being associated with such excellent sup- 
porters.

More of Newcastle later. A welcome 
visitor to our training just over a fortnight 
ago. was Rudi Gutendorf. He and | had long 
talks about his plans and, among other 
things, | put to him a proposal which 
worked very weil in South America where 
4 teams were selected from which the final 
national team was chosen. The beauty of 
this plan was that it unearthed from for- 
gotten country areas 5 wonderful players 
for the national squad. 

Many people said to me after the APIA- 
Leichhardt match how unlucky we were 
and how we needed a striker or someone

to finish off our breaks. In that game, even 
if we had Pele, | doubt that the result 
would have been different. We had three 
open goal chances. | do not believe in hard 
luck or bad luck; there is always a reason 
for good or bad luck. The point | make is 
that the team was. playing loose and 
attacking. The chances were there; but so 
was the crossbar. Of that game, we must 
not underrate the 11 players on the field. 
by saying that we need another striker or 
someone to take the pressure off -Terry 
Byrne. 

Cup matches are notoriously hard to 
win. The lower grade teams bask in their 
moment of glory. They make the matches 
so tough. Just ask Marconi! No matter how 
persuasive a coach is, it is difficult to get 
players into the right mood to face a non- 
PSL side in such a match. | know why this 
is SO. 

In their minds, the gap in standard is so 
different. Really, i think the margin was 
good for ACT soccer. Look at Newcastle. 
It won 3-2. That was good for soccer in its 
district too. A victory by 12-0 or 14-2, 
would be unfair to so many good local 
players. 

One Newcastle official commented, | 
heard, that he saw Canberra City as a 3 
points win to his side. My match plan 
recognised the strengths of the side, es- 
pecially its forward line and its good mid- 
fielders. It is a very attacking side. And 
up until Saturday it had conceded only 6 
goals, My plan was to slow down the game 
to the maximum. As a result, there were 
many missed passes which made the game 
really bad in some respects. When New- 
castle Jost the ball in the 18 yards area we 
had the chance to take it up with the New- 
castle players so far forward. But we didn’t; 
we. slowed the game down. Newcastle’s 
players got frustrated. As time went by 
and they got the ball, they were doing 
what — in their minds — we should have 
been doing. 

fn the seventh minute, Johnny Davies 


got the ball in the middle. He started to 
run. A couple of guys came to him. He 
took them on and beat them, Another fel- 
low ran with him. All of a sudden he was 
inside the 18 yards. Dando came out, 
Johnny put a soft shot into the corner of 
the net, and it was history. Once we 
scored, our plan came into full action. The 
earlier tension gradually built up more and 
more. Newcastle could not put its game 
together. And how the frustration showed. 
In the first half, Newcastle had three open 
goals. Once, the ball came to Graham 
Heys. Steve Hoszowski was on the side and 
John Brown in the middle. All Heys had to 
do was stop the ball and watk it in. But he 
decided to hit it the first time. John Brown 
headed it away. 

Such was the tension that two or three 
times the players got in each other’s way 
when they were in a position to score. 
Once, two guys tried to hit the same ball 
in front of the goal — and it went no- 
where. 

| was very happy. Our plan worked. 
The second goal was a gift. The ball was 
taken up and pushed on to Terry Byrne.

In another issue | will talk about my 
total football concept and the problems it 
presents for many people when compared 
with the way Canberra City played last 
year, In the meantime, | am very happy to 
have 11 points after eight rounds. Nine 
points in seven rounds — | was pleased with 
that tally. | see the second seven games as 
much harder — and what a grand start the 
team has given me with the two points 
against Newcastle. All teams are improving.

‘Australian soccer Is boring.’ So says Rudi 
Gutendorf. ‘It has not action enough. We will 
find our soccer will die if we don't change it. We 
must deliver more attractive play and that means 
more attacking football. So far there are only 
two leading teams that are trying to make a 
score, The other teams like to win but are happy 
if they succeed 1-0. A draw pleases them; they do 
not want to lose, That is not the attitude for 
soccer to succeed.’ 


We were in a room:specially provided at the 
Parkroyal Motel for the purpose of a long inter- 
view for this magazine, | must thank the Park- 
royal for its assistance. The previous evening, | 
had listened as Rudi commented on -the styles 
revealed at training of the Canberra City sides. 
He was clearly impressed at the authority that 
Victor Fernandez exercises over his players. 
The composition of his Australian side came as 
no surprise after hearing his views. His call is for 
robust aggression. That is why Rudi claims Harry 
Williams has only to prove his fitness and he will 
_get his chance in his squad. 


But back to his views on competition atti- 
tude, A team, even if it is at the bottom, must 
take ‘risks, ‘We must Australianise our soccer, not 
play like the ethnics, Who wants to see soccer 
as it was played in Greece or Yugoslavia 20 years 
ago? The sporting mentality of the Australian 
people is aggressive and offensive. What value Is 
playing smart without attack? Nil-nil results may 
be good enough in London. People go home 
happy. But not here. They do not come again. 
We must meet our market. We are selling a pro-- 
duct, and we must give the people what they 
want!’ 

So, we turned to the bonus point system. 
Rudi’s eyes glowed and his pride in his system 
was. evident. ‘Good soccer is when you try

to make the bonus point. If you are 3-0, you 


attack until the last minute to try for 4-0." Rudi 
responded equally as quickly to a query whether 
such a system disadvantaged a team without 
striking power. ‘Each team has its strikers. If they 
cannot score, they are being let down by their 
midfielders, their fullbacks and their offensive 
libero who do not support them. It is not ‘a. 
question that there are not strikers; it is a 
question of their support from behind.’ 

| asked Rudi about the problems of a pro- 
fessional coach in a country where his sport is 
sO much on an unprofessional basis. He respond- 
ed: ‘There is a big gap between professional 
soccer as | worked in it.in Hamburg and what 
happens. here, There, teams train two times a 
day. Only 40 per cent of teams here are pro- 
fessional. This is not good enough to reach world 
standard. | hope that in 2 or 3 years every Philips 
League club will be fully professional. That is the 
start to come to world standard, A lot of clubs 
train only 3 times a week. | am impressed that 
Canberra City makes training 4 times a week’. 
Rudi added that he was most impressed by the 
training facilities at Bruce Stadium, ‘They are 
excellent, like those of professional clubs in 
Germany.’ With training lights he saw additional 
advantage for Canberra, : 

Rudi praised the establishment of the PSL. 
‘Without a national competition it is very hard 
for a national coach to get the best players, It 
is a tragedy that Perth is not yet in the com- 
petition. A sponsor must be found to bring in 
that city. Rather than national sides from places 
with PSL teams already, | favour Wollongong, 
Geelong and even Townsville being in the League, 
But Perth is my No. 1 priority. That is why I 
had two boys from Perth in my under 19 squad. 
| have done something where nobody eise has 
done anything in this direction’.

SYDNEY OLYMPIC 

Sydney Olympic comes to Canberra for 
today’s match surrounded by the puzzle 
which always attaches to one or two teams 
‘in a competition — why has it only 3 wins 
to 5 losses to date? The mystery deepens 
‘when one considers the formidable striking 
power of Clive Eaton, purchased from the 
‘now departed Western Suburbs for

(here today with Sydney Olympic} and 
Peter Tredinnick and he has more than a 
Passing interest in progress in that area. 

Mike moved to Canberra 4 years ago 
and played his first year with Canberra 
United, moving on to Canberra City in the 
following year. Whilst he admits readily to 
the important influence on his career of 
Johnny Warren and Victor Fernandez, he 
is quick to sing the praises of Tommy 
Harrigan who was his coach for 8 years 
with Adamstown Rosebuds. On the topic 
of junior players, Mike's views are most 
firm. He believes that parents must en- 
courage their youngsters to play soccer for 
pleasure. If kids enjoy their games, they get 
much more out of them. He deplores the 
attitude of some parents that is domi- 
nated by a desire to win trophies and to be 
in a successful team. 

Studies and soccer have put paid to 
another of Mike's joys — cricket. He for- 
merly played in the Weston Creek first 
grade team. He is currently undertaking a 
three year Bachelor of Arts degree course 
at the ANU. He hopes to continue to 
honours, perhaps in languages. That 
achieved, he proposes to seek an avenue to 
exploit his linguistic skills — most probably 
in the diplomatic service. That way, says 
Mike, he will be able to see a little more of 
the world. The comment is not out of 
place that, if Mike’s playing career con- 
tinues as it has to date, there may not be 
that much left of this world that he will 
not have seen. Perhaps a course in Galactic 
Languages might be needed to meet the 
future Milovanovic travel lust.
